ignored repeated appeals to 
conserve the w ater placed on 
law ns, 
pointed out city 
m anager David Griffin. He 
rem inded the council the city 
had run out of w ater Sunday 
night and that if a m ajor fire 
had broken out, the fire 
departm ent would have been 
powerless to put it out. 
R ecent s tru c tu ra l fire s 
were extinguished because 
they occurred when there 
was still w ater available in 
the storage tanks, he added.

weekend after pumping 8.5 
million gallons on Saturday 
and 9.5 million gallons on 
Sunday the system had only 
about three feet of w ater in 
the P ark er Road Storage 
Tank and none at all in the 
Dallas North Storage Tank. 
‘‘When the water system 
pumps this much w ater,” he 
said, ‘‘there is no time to 
build up a reserve again. The 
existing distribution system 
is pumping all that it can 
pump. We cannot increase 
the capacity until the Custer 


Pum p Station is com pleted 
and in operation or early in 
Septem ber.” 
A sy stem of ratio n in g 
which would have prohibited 
the use of w ater on lawns 
between the hours of 2 p.m. 
and midnight was discussed 
by council m em bers at their 
re g u la r 
M onday 
night 
m e etin g , 
but 
n um erous 
co m p lain ts from fam ilies 
with working husbands and 
wives convinced the council 
that another method should 
be considered. 


Council 
John 
W addell 
pointed out that when both 
the husband and wife work 
outside the home, it would be 
im p o ssib le 
for 
them 
to 
w ater. He suggested that the 
even-odd proposal would be 
m ore fair to such families. 
"This is the sam e proposal 
that worked beautifully in 
1969,” noted Louise Sherrill, 
"but I believe we should also 
insure that no one loses 
w ater by overflowing his 
lawn. In addition to the city 
personnel knocking on doors 


w hen 
they

violation I think we should 
get the police to use loud­ 
speakers to tell the people 
about odd-even days — that 
was very effective when the 
w ater line broke last m on­ 
th .”

stituting rationing, will be 
distributed to all hom es by 
Boy Scouts, Griffin told the 
council.

given solely to Amtrak to 
term inate unprofitable lines. 
Collins pointed out that in 
July of 1973, Amtrak

In 
August, Amtrak announced

While there is nothing in marijuana 


that produces a need to use stronger 


drugs, it appears that people that 


become overinvolved with any drug are 


likely to have an emotional need to seek other drugs. This emotional inadequacy 


also creates a dependency. 


Statistically, less than 10 percent of marijuana users become 


addicted to harder drugs, while 85 percent of heroin addicts in 


one survey had previously tried marijuana. A still larger number 


of heroin addicts had used alcohol before heroin. 


People who experiment with marijuana are more likely to experiment with other, 


stronger drugs. People who use marijuana several times every day have a tendency 


to withdraw and become "social drop-outs." 


This apathy may seem a preferable state to one of anxiety or 


frustration, but it severely retards the maturing processes.
